Dear Mr. Rich: 

I have been working every night, for three weeks, on 
the New Hampshire Colonial Currency problems and feel that I 
have put in all the time I can spare. My wife cannot under¬ 
stand what can be so complicated. 

The two plates for the 1717 issue do exist as reprints 
have been made from them a long time ago. 

As to the Sterling issues, I would like for you to 
obtain for me a picture of the January 1, 1762 note which the 
New Hampshire Historical Society has* Or, perhaps an excellent 
Xerox print can be taken. 

I have definite proof that the January 1, 1761 date is 
correct, that there were at least one and perhaps two issues 
dated in 1759J that there is also an issue dated January 1, 1763. 
I imagine the same type forms were issued for all the issues 
but the only denominations I can be positive of are 6d, Is, 2/6 
and 108. As you say, the 5s would be a good guess but it is only 
a guess. The old cyphered bills refer to the issues before 

1715. 


I have virtually concluded that the reason the date 
171U and the date 1717 was added to one plate of the 1717 issue 
is because there was separate legislation requiring replacement 
of worn bills of the old series and they wanted to keep track 
of which notes were replacements for the notes prior to 1715 
and which ones were replacements for the 1717 issue. I can 
give you the references which support my thinking, if you need 
them. Reissues in 1716 were merely old bills put back in cir¬ 
culation after having been paid in for taxes. 

The reason Bullock has trouble in 17UU is that 17UU 
means 17U5 - when the year ended on March 25. I think your 
use of Bullock has clarified much of your thinking and I have 
checked all of his references and uncovered many more so as to 
correct, for my purposes, some of the things he has said.

Thanks for your letter with mention of places having N. H. notes, I may 
possibly take a trip.to Minnesota around New A ears to get my daughter and her 
2 children, and bring them back for a visit while her husband is at Captain’s 
school. If so I think I will try to get sake pictures at the museum you mentioned. 

Your letter to N« H. Historical Society was referred to me. 1 guess you 
had not recieved,my last letter orperhaps 1 did not make it clear that the 
picture of the GR mirrored monogram reverse is on the back of the "counterfeit” 

25 shilling note dated 1717, with added dates 1714-1729. This , as J- mentioned before 
seems to have a gauze reinforcement in the center between the back and front layers, 
so you are probably right that they don't belong together. However, sirnre Quean Anne 
died in 1714 it seems logical to me that the GR monogram should be used on a note 
issued in 1729, rather than the AR reverse. 

I am pleased to note that your book is practically completed and will be soon 
going to ptess. I am anxious to have a copy. 

One thing I thought I should call to your attention i Your tentative listing 
showed "For Liberty" on the $4 note of Jan. 26, 1776. The specimen at Dartmouth 
has "FOUR DOLLARS" on both left and right as well as across near top, and there is 
no "FOR LIBERTY" on the &IV note, whereas the $111 has "FOR LIBERTY" on the right 
side reading down %nd the $V July 3, 1776 has FOR LIBERTY reading UP at right side, 
as well as "Ti ber ty & pro per ty" across below date. 

I'll enclose my slides of the ftIV and $5 notes and you can have copies or 
enlarged prints made if you wish. Please return soon as convenient. Also enclose 
slide showing 1729 25sh at the NHHS. 

I would sure like to get pictures of the N, H, notes in your collection that 
are different from those I have. I went to Boston to take some pictures there but 
they have put their numismatic material in the bank vault so it will be difficult 
to get pictures of them. 

I have pictures of the reprints of 1729 sheet* l5s, 60s, 3P-10s, and 4 P. 

Also the 4 Merchants notes of 1734. I have the reprints of 1737-40; 1742 reverse; 

1756 Crown Point, and June 20, 1775. 

I have pictures of poor 10s 1743(NHHS) and 20s 1743 (Dartmouth) ; &IV <Sc&VI Jan. 16 
and §111 and §V Jyly 1776; the Is Jan.l, 1762(NHKS-unsigned); July 25,1775 ls9d & 3 sh; 
Aug. 24, 1775 10s" & 3P; Nov. 3, 1776 ls6d, ls9d, 5s, 15s, 30s, and 40s; June 1776 7d, 
8d, and 4s. ; 1780 $5, $7, and $8 uncancelled, others cancelled(holed). 1 

I would very much appreciete pictures (2x2 slides)'of any others you have. I have 
a camaera with lenses which adapt it to most all sizes from 2in x 3in. up, so 1 can 
take the pictures if available# to me. However, there is some risk involved in 
shipping %nd whenever out of a bank vault. I could arrange for shipment to a Concord 
Bank and take the pictures in the bank to. av#oid risk of theft. However, if you have 
a local camera bug who would take the picture in your bank or your home and not ask 
too much that might be the answer. I would be glad to pay shipping charges by Reg. mail 
or express and make you some duplicate slides if you care to send them. I would keep 
them just a few days as I would have slides back in 48 hrs. as a rule.

Your letter of March 2nd has been turned over to 
me (as City Historian) by the City Clerk of the City 
of Kingston. 

We are unaware of any small change notes issued 
in this locality on September 8th, 1790. We would 
appreciate a photostat of the notes, as offered, so 
that we may undertake research for your benefit - 
and ours. 


In 1790, Kingston was an unincorporated village, 
was incorporated within the next decade and did not 
become a city until 1872. This chronology creates 
a bit of uncertainty in connection with your letter. 

There was a quite noted emission of such notes 
(issued by the City and payable at this bank) in 
1862 designed to cure the disappearance of specie 
due to distrust of the then-new paper money. Could 
there be confusion with this issue? At any rate,

Another American Numismatic Association Convention has come and gone, 
and with it another Rittenhouse Society breakfast has concluded. The 
breakfast was held at the Marriott Marquis Hotel in New York City, Saturday, 
August 2,1997, at 8:30 a.m. 

Those present included Bob Julian, Ed Reiter, Neil Shafer, Dick Johnson, 
Mark Borckardt, Denis Loring (and his wife, Donna Levin), Ken Bressett, and 
Margo Russell. 

The morning started with Bob Julian attempting to stump Donna Levin with 
a few brainteasers. This was rather unsuccessful from Bob's perspective. Denis 
then casually informed Bob that Donna is a former Jeopardy game show 
champion. 

Denis and Donna then promptly stumped Bob with an enjoyable little 
exercise: Two children were born of the same parents within five minutes of 
each other on the same day of the same year. However, they are not twins.

Margo Russell commented on the possibility of obtaining David Rittenhouse 
medals from the Mint and having each member's name engraved on these. 

A lively discussion was held concerning the merits of a medal honoring the 
numismatic contributions of Walter Breen. The membership present along 
with our guest all provided their viewpoints. Dick Johnson suggested that we 
table this discussion until next year. 

Dick Johnson proposed an arrangement whereby members of the Society 
bequeath their personal numismatic archives to a central depository, to be 
preserved for future numismatic generations. Tentatively, the ANS was 
suggested as the appropriate depository. This assumes that they are willing to 
serve in this capacity. 

Such archives could be left in paper form or through electronic medium.

I 
will attempt to find the answer to this and would appreciate hearing from any 
other members who might have further information. It was suggested that 
the Rittenhouse Society collectively accept the project of revising this work.

Mr. Tracy Thurber of Providence told me 
that you are the expert on colonial money in the 
United States. A Texas lawyer recently presented a 
xerox copy of a 1780 $20 bill held by his client for 
payment, demanding some $190,000! I enclose a copy 
of his letter and the bill. 


Mr. Thurber told me he was sure this bill 


was no longer legal tender, that Rhode Island had no 
obligation to pay it, and that you would know the 
controlling legislation. I have been unable to date 
to find anything other than the Act of August 4, 1790 
assuming state revolutionary debts. 

If there is a charge for your opinion, would 
you please inform me first of what that charge would be.

We are glad to try to be of help in giving you an opinion 
on the claim against Rhode Island based upon a $20 bill issued by 
Rhode Island on July 2, 1780. 

We assume that the note is fully signed on both front and 
back, numbered and issued, although we cannot discern this from the 
photocopy. Many were liberated from the archives of the State. 

By a resolve of the Rhode Island Assembly in June, 1788, 
outstanding bills of the July 2, 1780 issue were required to be 
exchanged for the Rhode Island currency issued pursuant to the Act 
passed at the May, 1786 session. This bill apparently was not exchanged 
and thus became demonetized. Admittedly that was a unilateral rejection 
of liability, but all states as well as the federal government took similar 
action as to their currency. 

The State of Rhode Island was the principal obligor and the 
United States of America signed only as guarantor. Thus, Rhode Island's 
liability controls the problem. 

The May, 1786 currency of Rhode Island depreciated to 107o of 
its original value by 1789, but gave rise to the famous Rhode Island 
case of Trevett vs. Weeden which sustained the right of trial by jury 
as part of the American law. 

We hope we have been helpful.

Dear Mr. Newman: 

At the suggestion of Mr. Tracy Thurber, a consultant to the Rhode 
Island Historical Society, I am writing to you concerning a certificate 
of indebtedness from the War for Independence. 

We would like to illustrate our second volume with one of the 
certificates that were used by the quartermaster's department for the 
purchase of supplies--preferably one during Nathanael Greene's years as 
quartermaster general, March 1778 to July 1780. As you may know, these 
are sometimes confused with loan office certificates issued by Congress, 
which, as I understand, were the 18th century equivalent of a bond. 

Tracy thought that either you might have such a certificate in your 
collection or that you might know where one is located. In either case 
we would pay for a black and white photographic print and credit the 
source in a note. I am enclosing a transcript of a proclamation of 28 
March 1778 thatjthe illustration would accompany. In a letter to 
Washington on 15 March 1779, by the way, Greene strongly urged that 
certificates bear all kinds of information, including a list of the 
commodities for which it was issued, time and place, etc. 

I am not a student or collector of early American currency, but I 
have found your book, The Early Paper Money of America , a most impressive 
piece of work. I am just sorry that you did not slip an illustration of a 
certificate in through the back door! 

I will appreciate any help that you can give us. I am also enclosing 
a brochure on our first volume--only for information, I hasten to add, not 
as a sales promotion.
